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Survey to

WELSHPOOL TOWN 
Council is to conduct a door- 
to-door survey to gauge feel- 
ing about proposals to build 
a power substation, wind 
farms and pylons across Mid 
Wales and the borders. 

The decision comes after 
councillors voiced concerns 
that not enough people from 
the town had made their 
views known. The survey 
will not only ask if people 
are against the proposals 
but also seek to find out 
what people will support. 

The council has already 
formally requested Powys 
County Council and the 
Welsh Assembly Govern- 
ment hold a public inquiry 
into the whole issue of wind 
farms, pylons and transport. 

“The council is also con- 
cerned that the number of 
people who have responded, 
although they sound a lot, is 
small compared with the 
whole electorate,” said town 
clerk Robert Robinson. 

“We will therefore be con- 
ducting a survey,” he said. 

“Welshpool Town Council 
warned of the whole saga 
over three years ago but we 
were told that we were exag- 
gerating and scaremonger- 
ing. Unfortunately what has 
come to pass is what was 
predicted,” he added. 

“The council is committed 
to do the best for its commu- 
nity and will do all it can to 
achieve that aim. The coun- 
cil, although against the 
proposals, needs to consider 
the best way forward.”

DEADLINE FOR 


MAESBURY PRIMARY School has been given six weeks 
to save itself. Shropshire Council’s Cabinet has agreed to 
close the primary school if a rescue package cannot be 
hammered out before its next meeting. 

Cabinet members took the decision late yesterday after- 
noon at the end of a day of discussions over the future of 


schools across the county. 


Local councillor Joyce Barrow said 
Maesbury would continue to look at 
ways of staying open, including holding 
talks over federating with neighbour- 
ing schools. 

“Unfortunately we are not in the same 
situation as Onny and Lydbury North in 
having a plan for federation. 

“We tried to federate with Morda 
School, it very nearly happened but it did- 
n’t quite come off. However we are now 
talking to another school.” 


Solution 


She said the school was also talking with 
the Marches Secondary School and Tech- 
nology College, in Oswestry, over the pos- 
sibility of joining it in applying for 
academy status. 

“We are hoping that we can come back 
in six weeks with a solution to our problem 
as closure would be a devastating blow to 
the area.” 

Councillor Aggie Caesar-Homden, the 
council’s portfolio holder for children and 
young people’s services, said that, despite 
the decision, if a solution could be found in 
the next six weeks then the cabinet would 
give it consideration at its next meeting in 
July. 

Reading a statement from the gover- 
nors, Tony Milner said that Maesbury Pri-

mary School had a long history of collabo- 
rating with other schools and was an 
important part of the overall education 
system in the area. 

But he also read a statement from par- 
ents who said they would not send their 
children to Kinnerley School, the recom- 
mended alternative. 

“Kinnerley is an unpopular choice of 
school with parents.” 

During a full day of discussions, the Cab- 
inet voted to close Shrewsbury’s Wakeman 
secondary school and Barrow primary 
school. 

They deferred decisions on closing Onny 
and Lydbury North primaries, which could 
federate, and also deferred a decision on 
creating an all-through school at Rhyn 
Park in St Martins. 

Councillors also agreed to close one of 
two primaries in Shawbury, but deferred a 
decision on which one. 

The cabinet decisions will now go out for 
further consultation before being recon- 
sidered by full council later in the year.

Reservoir 

levels hold 
in spite of 
hot Spring 


WATER LEVELS across 
Oswestry and the borders 
are still near normal - 
despite the hottest April 
since records began. 

But farmers say the con- 
tinuing dry spell is starting 
to hit crops and rain is now 
desperately needed. 

Bosses at Severn Trent 
say reservoirs are still in 
good shape despite the long, 
hot Spring. 

Sarah-Jayne O’Kane, 
spokeswoman for the com- 
pany, which operates the 
Vyrnwy reservoir in Mid 
Wales, said: “Although our 
reservoir levels are a little 
below where they would 
normally be at this time of 
year, they are still above our 
target levels.” 

NFU Shropshire spokes- 
man Oliver Cartwright said 
the dry weather could even- 
tually lead to price rises for 
consumers. 

He said: “Unfortunately 
farmers are price-takers 
while the supermarkets are 
the price-makers but if the 
cost of Droducing the crops 
does increase, the cost of 
items in the Shops will 
reflect that. 

“We are talking wheat, 
potatoes, vegetables, herbs 
and soft fruits such as 
strawberries. Farmers have 
been working hard to keep 
the crops watered.” 

Farmer Tim Edwards, 
from Spoonley Haylage, 
based at Spoonley Farm, 
Llansantffraid, said: “It has 
been a testing time and the 
fields are dry and dusty. We 
grow grass for horses and 
also have cattle. 

“We have had to work 
extra hard to establish the 
grass but we have been suc- 
cessful and have our fingers 
crossed that we will get a bit 
of rain.”

Council defends 
planning stance 


POWYS COUNTY Council has hit back at criticism over its 
attitude to planning applications. 

The response follows criticism from Conservative coun- 
cillors that it had the “wrong attitude” towards planning 
applications from the private sector. Councillors Aled 
Davies and Russell George said they often received com- 
plaints from constituents about the negative attitude 
towards development proposals. 

But board member for regeneration and development, 
Councillor Wynne Jones defended the council’s record. 

“T welcome the report into the Development Manage- 
ment Service in Powys and the acknowledgement that the 
service should be congratulated on regularly achieving its 
performance standards. 

“Most of the issues identified were in fact already being 
tackled by the service,” he added 

“We all feel that economic factors should be given more 
weight in planning applications, but the fact is, issues such 
as ecology, biodiversity, environmental and disability pro- 
visions, all backed up with statutory legislation, have 
pushed economic benefit well down the list of priorities.” 
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PLANS TO create Shropshire’s 
first ever all-through school at St 
Martins have been put on hold by 
education bosses. 

County officials agreed to defer cre- 
ating the school at Rhyn Park at a 
crunch meeting yesterday. 

The plan would see Ifton Heath Primary 
School shut and relocate to the Rhyn Park 
site as part of a major re-organisation of 
education in the county. 

But Shirehall bosses admitted the scheme 
still needed more work before any final deci- 
sion could be taken and deferred the plans 
to a meeting on July 20. 

Councillors warned that without change 
the future of Rhyn Park was uncertain. 

The plan has split the village and at yes- 
terday’s Cabinet meeting speakers both for 
and against the proposals put their cases. 

Headteacher at Ifton Heath, Nicola 
Bradley, said the closure of her school would 
jeopardise administration jobs and said St 
Martins would lose the unique features of 
its primary school. 

“The amazing foundation education and 
our outdoor classroom and stage could not 
be recreated at Rhyn Park,” she said. 

“How could you take a class of three year

ds for PE in a vast sports hall? How could 
the education of our primary schoolchildren 
not be diminished?” 

But pupils at Rhyn Park, Lauren 
Haughton and Lauren Jones, 15, said an all- 
through school would benefit the whole 
community and urged anyone worried to go 
along to an open evening at Rhyn Park 
planned for May 16. 

They said many fears would be allayed by 
staggering break and lunchtimes for the dif- 
ferent age ranges. 

Brian Ashton, a community governor at 
Rhyn Park, said the proposals would bring 
great educational benefits, not just for chil- 
dren in St Martins but for other primary 
schoolchildren in Weston Rhyn and Gob- 
owen. 

“Deferring a decision will give time for 
more consultation with the wider commu- 
nity.” 

A report to the committee from council 
education director David Taylor said that 
without the changes “the viability of future 
secondary education in St Martins and the 
surrounding area was uncertain”. 


Group in 
crisis as 
officers 
needed 


A CAMPAIGNING group 
launched in Oswestry which 
has been fighting for a better 
rail service for Shropshire 
for the past quarter of a cen- 
tury is facing a crisis. 

SCRUA - the Shrewsbury 
Chester Rail Users’ Associa- 
tion — which was established 
in 1986 at a meeting in 
Oswestry, has been left with 
a shortage of officers follow- 
ing the retirement of a num- 
ber of high profile people. 

In the latest edition of the 
association’s newsletter, 
treasurer Gareth Thomas 
says: “SCRUA is now at a 
watershed. 

“The departure of various 
officers and particularly 
with the imminent retire- 
ment of George Jones (the 
newsletter’s editor and asso- 
ciation communications offi- 
cer) leaves a huge gap and, 
as with many organisations 
these days, it is proving very 
difficult to fill positions. 

“I have certainly found 
my work interesting, with 
the committee always pro- 
viding full support. Let us 
hope that people now come 
forward as without them the 
future for SCRUA is most 
uncertain at a time when a 
group such as ours is still 
very much needed.” 

During the past year the 
association’s chairman, 
Martin Evans, has had to 
stand down for health rea- 
sons and although that posi- 
tion had been filled by John 
Mattocks, more committee 
members were now needed.

The plans have been

“an enabler and facilitator, 
not necessarily the direct 
deliverer” of leisure ser- 
vices. 
Mr Candler said any suit- 
able organisation can bid to 
run the facilities. He addeda 
decision has yet to be made 
on whether contracts on 
each facility will be offered 
individually or together as a 
single package. 

The official said the length 
ofeach contract has not been 
confirmed, but suggested 
they may run between five 
and 10 years, in line with 
similar schemes around the 
country.

“The total project would have cost £2.5 
million and employed 150 full-time equiva- 
lent jobs but it 1s time to cut our losses and 


move on.” . 
Threatening 


She claimed the council was threatening 
her with legal action for reversing illegal 
work carried out on the building in the past, 
that she was not allowed a state-of-the-art 
kitchen and that she was stopped from serv- 
ing hot pastries in the coffee bar. 

She said: “I have worked with a lot of 
councils with premises in London, Birming- 
ham, Newcastle and Bristol and never had 
anything like this. 

“Tam 65 years old and have not that much 
life left. I will invest in a town that wants us. 
Oswestry is not the only town. 

“T have seen the Llangollen Railway and 
associated tourism products deliver huge 
financial benefits to the town and had hoped 
I could replicate this in Oswestry,” she 
added. 

The site was deserted yesterday with no 
sign of any building work taking place. 

Mrs Booth and her husband David own 
and run half a dozen hotels including the 
Bryn Howel, Wild Pheasant and Chain 
Bridge in Llangollen as well as The 
Wynnstay in Wrexham. 

Simon Alton, a Shropshire Council 
spokesman said: “Planning officers have 
been in contact with the owner since Janu- 
ary to stress the need to apply for and 
receive building regulation permission for 
the work. We have also made it clear that 
the design must be approved before the 
building opens. 

“We have been consistent in advising of 
the importance of getting the fire safety 
aspects of the building approved.”

nomic impact this develop- 
ment could have on Oswes- 
try is substantial. 

“In Llangollen’s case it’s 
an estimated £7 million per 
year into the local economy 
and, it would be hoped, to see 
a much larger return here 
due to the potential link-up 
with the mainline in Gob- 
owen. 

“In these difficult times 
that can only be good news 
for Oswestry and its sur- 
rounding area,” said Mr 
Davies. 

Passenger services from 
Oswestry ceased as a part of 
the Beeching cuts of the 
mid-60s and the platform at 
the station was partly 
demolished in the late 1980s 
to allow freight traffic to 
pass through. 

This ended in 1988 and 
the line has remained dor- 
mant ever since. 

“We are very lucky here to 
have the experience of an 
existing operating heritage 
line at Llynclys and all that 
experience has helped 
tremendously,” continued 
Mr Davies. 

“Trains will be running as 
usual there throughout the 
year.”

OSWESTRY’s orthopaedic 
hospital is supplying med- 
ical support to the sailing 
events at the 2012 Olympics. 

The support is coming 
through research trials by 
staff at The Robert Jones 
and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic and District 
NHS Trust (RJAH). 

And the research may 
have wider implications for 
the handling of casualties. 

The 2012 Rescue and 
Resuscitation at Sea Project 
started three years ago and 
is specifically aimed at pro- 
viding medical support to 
the sailing events at the 
Olympic Games. 

However it is likely to 
have a wider impact as it is 
intended to create a stan- 
dard for casualty handling, 
which will inform other 
areas, including sporting 
events and flood response. 

It follows on from earlier 
work at the specialist hospi- 
tal’s Midlands Centre for 
Spinal Injuries which led to 
a procedure called the Spinal 
Care Bundle; a set of guide- 
lines for initial movement 
and assessment of patients 
with spinal cord injuries at 
the site of their injury. 

A team of four from the 
RJAH hospital has been 
mainly involved since 2009 
in trialling equipment in the 
hospital’s therapy pool, in 
the sea and in Takes.

Hospital hailed ‘the best’

AN OSWESTRY HOSPITAL has been judged 
the best in England by the patients who visit 
it. 

The Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic and District NHS Trust has come 
out tops in a record 14 different categories in an 
inpatient survey. 

The trust’s top scores nationally were for cleanliness, 
hospital food, answers from doctors, hand washing by doc- 
tors, explanations from anaesthetists, communication 
about feedback, worries and discharge arrangements, as 
well as having top scores for explanations about medication 
and possible side effects. :

The results of the 2010 National Inpatient Survey by 
the Care Quality Commission are even better than the 
high scores seen last year. 

Chief executive Wendy Farrington Chadd said: “This is 
a fantastic result for the hospital - over 96 per cent of 
patients rated their care as good, very good or excellent 
and 99 per cent would recommend us to friends and fam- 
ily. 

“Our staff are working extremely hard to provide the 
highest quality of care and it is rewarding for us all to 
receive such positive feedback across a wide range of areas. 

“Our patients are the best judges of our performance 
and it is reassuring to receive such a high level of feedback 
across the many aspects of care we provide.” 

Compared to other trusts, the orthopaedic hospital has 
scored better or the same as other hospitals in all but one 
of the 86 survey questions. 

Significant progress has been made in several areas 
since the 2008 survey, one of which showed that patients 
did not automatically receive copies of letters to GPs. 

With subsequent action being taken, the specialist 
orthopaedic hospital now has the highest score nationally 
for this question. 

This is the eighth survey of adult inpatients involving 
NHS hospital trusts. 

This year 67 per cent of patients (569) at The Robert 
Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic and District Hospital 
NHS Trust responded, compared with a 50 per cent 
response rate nationally.

New website in, 
wind farm row 


A GROUP campaigning against wind farms being estab- 
lished across Oswestry and the borders has set up a new 
website. 

Conservation of Upland Powys has set up the website 
Midwaleswind.co.uk covering all the information needed on 
the planned wind farms for Powys. There are links to plan- 
ning applications and also maps and useful contacts. 

The site provides the essential details of all Mid Wales’ 
operational, consented and proposed wind farms. 

“In Mid Wales today, the combined number of opera- 
tional, consented and proposed commercial wind turbines 
has reached a total in excess of 840,” said a spokesman. 

“That’s equivalent to more than one turbine to every 
square mile of Montgomeryshire. Up to 540 of the new wind 
turbines proposed for Mid Wales range in height from 361 
feet (110m), the height of Battersea power station, to 479 
feet (145m). 

“That’s taller than the EDF Energy London Eye and six 
times the height of Machynlleth clock tower. In the western 
half of Mid Wales you are never more than 10 miles from a 
proposed wind farm site, in the east, 20 miles. 

“However, with major alterations to the region’s trans- 
port and infrastructure, including the installation of a 
National Grid hub and network of large scale pylons no res- 
ident, business or visitor in Mid Wales will remain unaf- 
fected, regardless of which side of the debate they stand. 
“The wind power industry is presenting councillors, 
Welsh Assembly and parliament members with the biggest 
planning decisions ever set to change the face of Mid Wales. 
“In this website we have gathered information from all 
Mid Wales’ current wind farm planning applications to 
make it easy for you to access and have your say in this 
important decision.” 

@ A FORUM of local councils will discuss the controver- 
sial wind farm, pylon and substation plans on Friday. 

The Montgomeryshire Local Area Forum is attended by 
local councils who have been working on this subject for 
three years. The councils involved are Welshpool, Kerry, 
Montgomery, Llanfair Caereinion, Llanfyllyn, Llanfechain, 
Llandrinio, Llandisilio, Llanidloes and occasionally New- 
town and Castle Caereinion. 

The forum hopes to formulate a common strategy.

A WELSHPOOL FARMER has pledged to 
drive his muck spreader to the Welsh Assem- 
bly and cover the building with manure. 

His action depends on whether plans go ahead 
to build a substation and huge pylons in Shrop- 
shire and Mid Wales. 

He is refusing to be named until he carries out the act but 
said he was so angered at the plans by the National Grid and 
Scottish Power that he planned to drive his tractor and 
muck spreader down to the Senedd building in Cardiff and 
take action. He said: “If they plan to dump their muck on 
us, then I will do the same to them.” 

Disgust 

Myfanwy Alexander, a campaigner from near Welshpool, 
said she knew the farmer and backed his plans to travel to 
the capital. She said: “We had a meeting to discuss what we 
could do to show how we feel about these plans and we 
thought if we were French we would do something massive 
to show our disgust.” 

Plans could see hundreds of pylons and a 19-acre substa- 
tion built in either Abermule or Cefn Coch. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of campaigners fighting the plans 

are being urged to attend objection letter writing work- 
shops. Events will be held at Kerry village hall, near New- 
town, on Saturday and on May 14 from 12 to 4pm in an 
attempt to get as many people as possible to have their say 
on the controversial plans. 
It comes weeks after National Grid bosses announced 
they would be holding consultation events across the region 
to finda potential route for a 400,000 volt cable, using either 
46-metre high pylons or by routing the wires underground. 
Michele Lloyd a campaigner from Kerry, said she hoped 
as many people as possible would attend the workshops. 

“These workshops will be aimed at people who need assis- 
tance or guidance on how to write their letters of objection 
and fill in their feedback forms,” she said. 

“The feedback forms only give people the choice to decide 
on one site/route or the other and we don’t think it is fair 
because it’s trying to divide the communities of Mont- 
gomeryshire. 

“No-one wants these pylons or substation going up any- 
where in Montgomeryshire and that’s the message we need 
to get across to National Grid and Scottish Power bosses.” 

She added: “It is very important that people return these 
feedback forms, say no to everything ana attach a letter giv- 
ing their reasons.”

THREATENED BUTTER- 
FLY species are being saved 
on Llanymynech Hill thanks 
to new funding. 

A £47,000 grant has been 
awarded by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund to Shropshire 
Wildlife Trust, which owns 
half the Llanymynech Rocks 
nature reserve, while the 
Montgomery Wildlife Trust, 
owners of the other half, has 
received £55,000 from the 
Aggregates Levy Fund for 
Wales towards a series of 
activities. 

Llanymynech Hill is 
renowned for its variety of 
butterfly species and their 
future is looking brighter 
now, thanks to the funding 
which will see improve- 
ments to their habitat on 
both the English and Welsh 
sides of the border. 

The butterflies are 
attracted to the area’s lime- 
stone grassland. 

The project will extend 
the glades in the quarries 
and also on the neighbour- 
ing golf course, which is part 
of the site of special scien- 
tific interest.

THE WELCOME is warm, the 
mood social but the message 
is certainly not to be taken 
lightly. 

There may sometimes be drinks, 
merriment and chatter but even dur- 
ing the social occasions where people 
from Oswestry get together to support 
Cafod they do so to do some good — and 
mainly to help people they have never 
met. 

But while they may never have 
shared that introductory handshake 
or even a courteous hello, they have a 
deep sense of affection for those they 
work hard to help. 

The Oswestry Cafod group was 
launched 18 months ago to help boost 
fundraising in the Shrewsbury Diocese 
for the Catholic charity dedicated to 
aiding overseas development in some 
of the poorest parts of the world. 

They work closely with the Shrews- 
bury Cafod group, with chairman 
Pauline Derwas instrumental in help- 
ing Michael Hartley to establish the 
Oswestry group, which has organised 
events from a sponsored walk to the 
recent Lent lunch. 

Because of their work I was invited 
to spend a week in Uganda with Cafod 
after they helped to raise £2 million 
last year. 

And you can see just how the diocese 
raised such a staggering amount. Even 
in this relatively new and small group 
the enthusiasm for their task is infec- 
tious, whether attending an event or 
just talking on the telephone. 

Based in Our Lady and St Oswald’s 
Parish in Upper Brook Street, the 
group is a hard-working team who 
want to make a difference. And they 
certainly do. 

Michael who looks after the group in 
Oswestry said they were very grateful 
to all the residents who had supported 
their recent fundraising oflarts. T 
talked with him following my return 
from Uganda to report back to the

Shropshire-based fundraisers on how 
the money they had collected was 
being used. 

The tragedy which has left Uganda 
brutally scarred saw children re; 
larly stolen in the night by the rel el 
forces during 20 years of war to serve 
as child soldiers. 

But thanks to the money raised by 
Cafod, which is used to help Caritas, 
their local partner in Uganda, lives are 
being repaired, families reunited, rela- 
tionships mended and a future full of 
hope is possible. 

The Shropshire fundraisers are also 
responsible for a great deal of cam- 
paigning aimed at changing national 
and international policy to help the 
most vulnerable. 


Suffered 


Their support is needed in places 
like Northern Uganda where almost 
every family has suffered, especially 
now they are trying to put those years 
of horror behind them. 

Akidi Mariana lived for five years in 
the former Patongo refugee camp hav- 
ing fled her nearby village of Luzira 
after attacks by the Lord’s Resistance 
Army. 

She lived with six other members of 
her family in a hut, struggling for food 
and living under the harsh gaze of 
Government forces. 

Her son Odong Charles, 37, suffered 
two gunshot wounds to the chest dur- 
ing an attack he was forced to carry out 
in a nearby town. 

Another of her sons, Okot Bosco 
Muleke, now 27, also lived in fear on 
the camp when he was only 19 as 
night-time raids were constantly car- 
ried out. 

The family has also had to come to 
terms with the death of another of 
Mariana’s sons, who died while trying 
to escape rebel forces. 

“They were trying to break in and 
my son attempted to break down the 
wall and get through, but he suffered 
internal injuries and died,” said Mari- 
ana. 

Her family has now returned to 
Luzira, a community trying to find a 
way forward, largely thanks to the 
involvement of Cafod and Caritas. 

It means Mariana will be living as 
neighbours again with those responsi- 
ble for attacks that harmed her family. 

But she can only see the positives in 
this new life. She tries not to dwell on

what has gone before. “It was heart- 
breaking to live in the camp. The con- 
ditions were very difficult and there 
was very little food. The fear was con- 
stantly there. 

“Now I live with my family in the vil- 
lage again and we have some peace, a 
means to grow food. My granddaugh- 
ters are at school and have a future to 
look forward to.” 

Her son Charles is now one of the vil- 
lage leaders helping to organise a sav- 
ings and loan cone which is allowing 
members to establish new ways of mak- 
ing a living by helping to fund equip- 
ment and resources. 

Everyone puts money back in the 
kind of “big society” scheme David 
Cameron can only dream about. 

And Michael knows their work here 
must go on to help the progress being 
made in Uganda and other parts of the 
world. He said: “This is not just about 
providing the basics to survive but sus- 
tainability for the future. Pauline is a 
great friend and campaigner who has 
supported the Oswestry group and it is 
good to hear about the positive changes 

eing made.” 

The Oswestry group is currently 
making plans to take part in the Cafod 
mile fundraiser later this year. For 
details contact 01244 677594.

A VILLAGE OFFICIAL has revealed he will 
support residents’ wishes over a unique 
opportunity to work with house builders in the 
area - which could see a new school being 
built. 

West Felton, near Oswestry, could be given the new 
school if plans to build houses on land in the middle of the 
village come to fruition. 

Trustees of Tedsmore Estate own the land and are in the 
very early stages of planning to build houses on it. 

As part of the development the trustees are willing to 
build a new school or create an open space for villagers. 

Chartered Surveyor Balfours, which is acting on behalf of 
the trustees, visited the annual parish meeting in the village 
to discuss the plans. 

Involve 

It has revealed it wants to involve the community in what 
they want to see built there. 

Chairman of West Felton Council, David Curtis, said he 
felt the residents have been given a unique opportunity to 
be involved . 

He said: “It is early days still but it is a massive opportu- 
nity for the village. I can’t be seen to be taking sides, but I 
would say over time that land is going to be developed any- 
way. The opportunity for everybody to have a say in the 
planning is fairly unique. 

“T think it is what the school would love. The head is the 
first to say how cramped it is.” 

Previously Rory Galliers said there were plans for new 
houses and affordable homes and they could incorporate a 
new school in the drawings. 

The plans do not have a timescale yet and no planning 
application has been submitted to Shropshire Council. 

Balfours plan to bring the idea to villagers again in the 
summer via an exhibition. 

Councillor Curtis said the parish council was unable to 
make an official response on their opinion for the proposals. 

He said: “The parish council will have to follow the wishes 
of the villagers.”

Review 
as jams 
hit town

WELSHPOOL’S NEW one-way system is 
being reviewed after traffic queues again hit 
the bank holiday weekend. 

Engineers from Powys County Council will meet 
with Welshpool Town Council to discuss what 
improvements can be made to the system in a bid to 
cut tailbacks. 

Robert Robinson, town clerk, said the queues on Good 
Friday, which stretched far out of the town down the 
A483 bypass were a one-off, but admitted the system had 
not been working as well as hoped at busier times. 

He said: “I am not convinced the traffic light sensors 
are working as they should be. 

Terrible 

“On Good Friday, the reports I received were that the 
situation was terrible, but I am not blaming the one-way 
system for that day. 

“I spoke to people who had spent four hours in the car 
coming from Wolverhampton and people who took three 
hours travelling to Barmouth. 

“T think Good Friday was just intense in every part of 
the country, I read that there was a four hour queue in the 
West Country to get to Exeter. 

“People were staying at home rather than going abroad 
I think this Easter, so I am going to take that as a one-off. 

“But on other days the system has not been performing 
always as it should be. 

“Therefore I have sent a list of things that need to be 
looked at to the engineers and we will look at them in the 
coming days.” 

Mr Robinson said he expected the problems to be ironed 
out over the next 12 months. 

Last month, it was revealed that 50 motorists have 
already been stopped for speeding or driving the wrong 
way along the new system. 

Boy racers have been warned to slow down by the 
police, while councillors revealed they had been verbally 
abused in the street by people angered by the system.

A MEMORIAL award 


presented in honour 
of a late Welshpool 
farming journalist will 
finally be presented 
this month - 10 
months late. 

The Farmers Union Of 
Wales Bob Davies Memorial 
Award will be handed to 
Adam Henson, the presen- 
ter of BBC TV’s Countryfile 
farming programme at the 
Royal Welsh Smallholder 
and Garden Festival on May 
21 and 22, where he will 
judge the rare breed classes. 

He should have received 
the award - a specially 
carved and inscribed shep- 
herd’s crook — at last year’s 
Royal Welsh Show but was 
unable to attend due to film- 
ing commitments in the 
Lake District. 

The poignant manner in 
which he commented on 
bovine TB testing during a 
filmed report at his 
Cotswold farm was one of 
the reasons why he was cho- 
sen as the first winner of the 
award, which will be pre- 
sented annually at the Royal 
Welsh Show. 

In his report, Henson 
could barely disguise his 
emotions after losing one of 
the two splendid Longhorn

steers he had spent months 
training to work as draft 
oxen. 

The award — in memory of 
Farmers Weekly’s Wales 
correspondent Bob Davies, 
of Welshpool, who died in 
November 2009, aged 69 — is 
being offered to a media per- 
sonality who has raised the 
public profile of Welsh farm- 
ing. Mr Davies had been the 
magazine’s man in Wales for 
44 years when he died. 

Henson has delivered 
thousands of lambs on his 
1,625-acre farm in the 
Cotswolds. As well as man- 
aging more than 1,000 
sheep, his farm also includes 
the Cotswold Farm Park, 
which has more than 50 
flocks and rare breeds. 

Since 2001, Henson has 
been a regular presenter on 
Countryfile, reporting on his 
own fortunes in the regular 
feature Adam’s Farm.

These words covered the section 106 agreement 
between developers, landowners and the council which 
included plans for a shuttle bus service between the site 
and the town, a park and ride scheme, signs and work on 
Victoria Road and Salop Road junction. 

Outline planning permission for the development has 
already been approved. 

Costings 

Councillor Tony Durnell said he felt he was “still look- 
ingata muddy puddle”. 

He said: “There are too many loose ends. Make it sim- 
ple for officers, public and community so we can under- 
stand.” 

More information was called for about the proposed 
shuttle bus service in reference to review costings. 

They also wanted more details about the amount of 
signs installed and further information about works on 
the Victoria Road/Salop Road junction. 

Councillor Tudor Bebb said: “Back in October we gave 
permission for this development and I still believe we 
made the right decision. 

“There are some tweaks needed. We want Oswestry to 
be satisfied with what it is getting.” 

He added: “We have given it permission. I am sure the 
developer is not going to mind if we defer back again to 
get all the Is dotted and Ts crossed.”

Go-slow on 
roads over 
protest at 
fuel costs 


By Graham Breeze 


A MASSIVE “go-slow” protest over the rising cost of fuel is 
set to bring traffic in the Oswestry area to a crawl on Sun- 
day. 

Hundreds of vehicles will set off from Shrewsbury and 
bring the Ad to a virtual standstill on their way to blockad- 
ing the oil refinery at the Stanlow Oil Refinery in Ellesmere 
Port. Three separate convoys will join up in Birch Services 
on the M62 in Greater Manchester at 12.30pm. The protest 
is being billed as an “anti-fuel tax pincer movement” by 
organisers, the Stanlow Fuel Protest and Direct Action 
Group. Up to 1,000 vehicles will be involved in the protest, 
say organisers, who have vowed to block deliveries to the oil 
refinery. 


Message 


Spokesman Ian Charlesworth said the action would “clog 
up” motorways and A-roads from Shropshire and Wales 
through Greater Manchester and Cheshire. All three con- 
voys are expected to travel at a maximum of 20mph. 

Mr Charlesworth said: “This is not just a protest from a 
few lorry drivers. The demonstration is a union of all the 
people in Britain who feel the full effect of fuel taxes on a 
daily basis. 

“The coalition Government will have no choice but to sit 
up and listen to our message. Driving in this country is 
becoming a near impossibility. 

“We’re encouraging any drivers who feel that they have 
been getting the raw end of the deal to speak with their vehi- 
cles and join us in this protest,” he said. “The public want 
action and the public will get action.” 

Mr Charlesworth says they will blockade the oil refinery 
for “as long as it takes”. He said: “We have had enough of 
the Government and the way we are being treated — they are 
not listening to us. We are not going to be ignored any 
longer, we are prepared to disrupt the fuel supply. 

“We will not move from Stanlow until this situation is 
resolved. The Government is going to have a major 
headache and this will lead to a fuel crisis in Britain.”

1AM writing this “dispatch” as 
I sit delicately but persistently 
on the edge of a slippery seat 
within a_brightly-coloured 
local bus on the island of 
Malta, sandwiched between 
Libya and Sicily. 

My partner and I are heading to 
the heart of this intriguing 
Mediterranean island. 

Alas we are on the lookout for 
architecture, rather than animals, 
but that said, this being spring, the 
Mediterranean should be throng- 
ing with migrating birds on their 
way up to western Europe from 
Africa. 

Unfortunately, I have to emphasis 
the word “should”, for on Malta there 
is a hunting crisis going on. 

Hunters 

Because the island is a convenient 
resting place and stop-off point for 
such a varied array of species, it also 
attracts illegal hunters and poachers 
in droves. 

Black storks, honey buzzards and 
marsh harriers are all in danger of 
joining the list of extinct Maltese 
birds, including barn owls and pere- 
grine falcons. 

There are local conservation groups 
in place to combat the poachers, but it 
is clear that although they may be the 
birds’ last hope, they cannot bring a 
halt to the slaughter. 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 


with

This ornithological emergency is all 
the more bizarre because, aside from 
the occasional laissez-faire wall lizard 
and oscillated skink, the most obvious 
animals around are house sparrows. 

These diminutive birds are on the 
precipice of their own crisis-point 
here in the UK. 

They are still in a downward spiral 
and are now a “red list species”. 

Putting up nest boxes on homes and 
providing natural bushes and shrubs 
in your back garden can help to pro- 
vide the insect prey needed for better 
chick survival rates at this time of 
year. 

On one level, I’m happy to say that 
flocks of house sparrows are all we get 
in our garden, on the other hand... 
they are literally all we get! 

We are lucky here in Shrewsbury, 
for the house sparrow’s cousin, the 
more delicate tree sparrow, has 
decreed that Shropshire and the 
Welsh borders are the westerly most 
point of their common range. 

Both species of sparrow can be seen 
in our hedges and gardens, if you’re 


lucky. Whilst we’re on the subject of 
over-hunting, a rare bird of prey has 
been seen flying over the county in 
recent days. 

The creature was once common in 
the UK but it was hunted to near 
extinction by Victorian trophy- 
hunters. 

Now the concentrated efforts of 
dedicated conservationists are reviv- 
ing the “fish hawk” population in 
Britain and Shropshire. 

Venus Pool, a few minutes drive 
from the centre of Shrewsbury, offers 
the best chance to glimpse a sighting 
of this majestic raptor as it acrobati- 
cally dives for fish from viewing 
perches high above the lake. 

Its common name is, as you might 
have guessed, is the osprey. 

Duty 

But of course we should not be saving 
species such as the osprey, house spar- 
row and tree sparrow from a Maltese- 
style extinction just because we 
enjoying watching them soaring in the 
sky or chirping to one another on our 
garden fences. 

We should try to save them because 
we all have a duty to do so. 

After all, it was us who destroyed 
them in the first place.

FOR HAROLD Whitfield, a 
feted Oswestry war hero who 
won the Victoria Cross, the 
manner of his death was cru- 
elly ironic. 

He was cycling home from the 
Express Dairies in Whittington, where 
he worked, when he was knocked off his 
bike by an Army Land Rover. 

It was just before Christmas in 1956. 

There are some discrepancies over the 
details. His family says he was 71 and 
died on December 22. Other accounts 
put him as 70 and dying on December 
19. 

What isn’t in doubt is his heroism in 
battle against the Turks in Palestine on 
March 10, 1918. Private Whitfield 
charged and captured a Lewis gun posi- 
tion, bayoneted or shot the whole team, 
and then turned the gun on the enemy. 
Later he organised and led a bombing 
attack and drove the enemy back. 

He was serving in the 10th Battalion 
King’s Shropshire Light Infantry, as the 
Shropshire Yeomanry had by then 
become. 

On his return to a tumultuous wel- 
come in his native Oswestry, Whitfield, 
who then lived with an aunt at Pool 
Farm, Middleton, near Oswestry, said: 
“All T can say is, I did my whack like a 
Shropshire man, as Shropshire men 
have always done.”

Memories of county war hero 


Harold Whitfield had first married in 
1925 and had a daughter.

IF IT’S SPACE and practicality 
you’re after then the Fiat 
Doblo might be up your 
street. 

The downside is that, if your friends 
are like mine, they will soon be calling 
you names like “Postman Pat” and

Chance to 
play for 
oldest cup 
in town 


IT’S OLDER than the Ryder 
Cup and it’s up for grabs in 
Oswestry this weekend. 

Church Club’s Rowe Cup 
was founded in the same 
year as the club (1926) - a 
year before golf’s famous 
competition —- and on Sun- 
day members of the town 
bowling club will look to get 
their hands on the 2011 edi- 
tion. 

“Tt is our oldest cup and 
we still play for the origi- 
nal,” said club president 
Alan Johnson. 

“It’s quite important for 
members I think and I imag- 
ine it is worth quite a bit as 
well. 

“We usually decide on the 
format on the day but it will 
probably be a straight indi- 
vidual knock-out and will 
have quite a lot of competi- 
tors involved though entries 
are still open until the 
start.” 

Johnson added that this 
year’s competition had been 
specifically organised for 
this weekend to coincide 
with the May 5 birth of the 
club 85 years ago. 

He added: “Our club was 
founded about this time in 
1926 and the Rowe Cup coin- 
cides with the formation so 
it has been organised well. 

“We're still not the oldest 
club in town through — the 
Wynnstay bowling green has 
been there for more than 
100 years I think but we are 
definitely second.” 

The cup is currently held 
by Will Lewis who is 
expected to return to defend 
his title when the action 
starts at 1pm.

Player at centre of row 
set to be assistant boss 


EXPERIENCED CAMPAIGNER — John 
Keegan will be Technogroup Welshpool's 
new assistant boss for next season’s cam- 
paign in the Spar Mid Wales League. 

“John’s very experienced, he’s got a lot of 
contacts and I'm made up to have him on 
board,” said manager Chris Herbert. 

Defender Keegan joined struggling 
Welshpool mid-season and his switch to No2 
means that Benji Evans is likely to move on. 
A goalkeepng coach is also set to be unveiled 
in the coming weeks. 

The 28-year-old started his career with 
York City and has featured in the Welsh Pre- 
mier for Welshpool and Rhyl. 

The announcement of Keegan's new role 
comes just days after he found himself the 
centre of a row when playing in Pool’s last 
Cymru Alliance game of the season while 
being suspended. 

The central defender had been dismissed 
in the penultimate game against Caersws, 
but still played two days later against his old 
club Rhyl. 

Although the FA of Wales were investi- 
gating the matter, boss Herbert said Keegan 
was in the side because the club received no 
notification from the FAW of a ban.

“We could not get in contact with the 
FAW to double check so we had no confir- 
mation that he was suspended. 

“We thought that he would still be okay,” 
he said. 

“If John was suspended then the FAW 
surely would have to notify us? 

“The whole situation is a joke.” 

The latest row comes at the end of a sea- 
son that saw Welshpool relegated from the 
Cymru Alliance after being docked 15 points 
for fielding ineligible players. 

Meanwhile it now appears certain that 
there will be no relegation reprive for 
Welshpool. 

Three Welsh Alliance clubs — Conwy 
United, Holyhead Hotspur and Holywell 
Town have all had their licences granted for 
promonon, as have Penycae and Venture 

rom the Welsh National League, and 
Berriew from the Spar Mid Wales League. 

But both Llanrhaeadr and Llansantffraid 
Village failed their first inspections. 

Clubs must finish in the top two to be eli- 
gible for promotion.
